There is Reafon to believe, that many who are now 
fo ftrenuous for a Place-Bil/, would have other Senti- 
ments, were they apprized of the many di/ablint Laws 
now in force, by which the Commiffioners of the Cuffoms, 
the Excife, the Poft-ofice, the Stamp-office, are render'd 
incapable of /itting in the Houfe of Commons. And here 
we muft beg leave to obferve, that all difabling AAs are 
Infractions upon the Liberties-of the People, as well as 
upon the Prerogative ; for, by the Laws of the Land, 
the Commons of England had a Right to choole their 
Reprefentatives without Reftraint, or any particular 
Qualifications ; and [ believe there are but few Inftances 
of the People being zealous, as they feem to be at this 
time, to deprive themfelves of their Liberty, founded 
upon Magna Charta. 

It might well be imagin’d, that the Conce/fons of the 
Crown, in pafling thofe di/abling Laws, would have 
fatiated thofe who fet up for an uncommon Zeal and Vigi- 
lance for the Liberties of the People ; "tis pretended in- 
deed, that nothing more is now in view than a farther 
Limitation of Officers to fit in Parliament. But ’tis im- 
poflible to forefee the Confequences of fuch dangerous 
Precedents: The more the King granted to the Parlia- 
ment in 1641, the more exorbitant were they in making 
new Demands. 

Firft an Act pafs’d to perpetuate themfelves, then 
they infifted upon the Management of the Militia and 
Fleet, afterwards the Bifhops. were excluded the Houle, 
and they even proceeded fo far as to attack Epifcopacy 
itfelf. , 

As the Prince now upon the Throne has never fhewn 
the leaft Inclination or Defire to break in upon the Li- 
berties of his People, a Place-Bill, which is fo incon- 
fittent with the Prerogative, may be lookt upon as a very 
extraordinary Attempt, confidering the many qualifying 
Laws now in force; and tho’ it would be unjeafonable 
at any Junéture, "tis much more in a Time of an a@ual 
War with an obftinate Enemy, and when we are upon 
the Eve of breaking with another. 

To attempt therefore a new and extraordinary Law 
in a Time of a dangerous War, has a furprizing Afpect 
at a Juncture when the Affairs of the Crown may re- 
quire the Service of its Subjects in all Capacities, and 
when even the Clergy are tolerated to take Arms. 

I muft take the Liberty to advife the Gentlemen who 
are fo warm for putting the Subject under any Incapaci- 
ties, to reflect upon the Conduct of two renowned Gre. 
cians, who had been long at Variance, but upon recei- 
ving Orders to go againft the Perfans, their Love for 
their Country prevail’d with them to fuperfede the Quar- 
re] till the Fate of that War was decided. 

This, Mr. Freeman, I recommend to our modern 
Patriots, who are now endeavouring to prevail upon 
their Fellow-fubjeéts to give up one of their greateft 
Rights and Prévileges (never again to be obtain’d) only to 
gratify their Pique againit one Man, whole great Abilities 
are daily exercifed for the Good of his Country : And 
fhowtd this Admonition prevail to ftop them in their 
private Envy againft him, they and their Poiterity will 
reap the Benefit of this Advice, and the People of Great 
Britain rejoice in the good Effects ;: Otherwite our Great 
and Glorious Macna Cuarta the Basis of our 
Rights and Liberties will. be brought to grown under 
tT H13 their Opprefiion to all future Ages.
